When  I  resolved  to  print  the  present  dictionary  I 
did  not  expect  that  in  the  next  time  many  more  materials 
loould  become  accessible;  but  soon  ajter  the  first  part  was 
published,  in  1864,  I  learned  that  a  new  society  had  been 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  printing  old  English  texts.  The 
publications  of  this  society*  I  have  used  for  the  body  of 
the  work,  wherever  it  was  possible;  where  not,  for  the 
additions. 

Though  my  hopes  of  receiving  communications  from  fel- 
low students  have  been  disappointed,  I  was  happy  enough 
to  find  in  Frederic  J,  Furnivall,  Esq,,  M,  A,,  of 
London,  a  friend  who  kindly  pointed  out  to  me,  and  readi- 
ly lent  me  several  rare  books  which  furnished  valuable 
contributions,  A  great  deal  of  whatever  merit  my  work  has 
is  due  to  him. 

For  the  arrangement  of  my  book  a  few  observations,  I 
think,  will  suffice.  The  urords  are  entered,  in  alphabetical
